within the National Capital Territory of Delhi, so long as they hold the Post of Sub-Divisional Magistrate in 
the Revenue Department or till further orders whichever is earlier. 

3. No. 7(l)/99/Rev. Estt./SR/(iii)- In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 7 read

Divisional Magistrate in the Revenue Department or till further orders whichever is earlier. 

5. No. 7(l)/99/Rev. Estt./SR/(V)-In exercise of powers conferred by Clause 19-A of Section 3 of the Delhi 
Land Reforms Act, 1954(Act No. 8 of 1954) the Lt. Governor of National Capital Territory of Delhi, hereby 
empowers Shri S.K. Nigam, Ad-hoc DANICS as Assistant Collector, I st class to perform the function of 
Revenue Assistant described in the Schedule I as appended to the said Act within the National Capital 
Territory of Delhi, so long as they hold the Post of Sub-Divisional Magistrate in the Revenue Department or 
till further orders whichever is earlier.
